Packer has been 
n the penitentiary about eleven \cnn, a much longer timo than many 
vho wont to the prison with the prospeiLs of spending their lives thoreL 


The record from KS3 up to tho present timo shons that pardons 


lave been liberally distributed to life convicts. 


The advocate of life sentences must prove three propositions to 


make his ea«o good. 


First, tlmt a life sentence is for iife, 
Second, that it fends to the reform of tho prisoner, and, 
Third* that it is more merciful than ('a sleep'and a forgetting."
